H. L. Lindquist Talks 
To Stamp Club 


Harry L. Lindquist, former Es­ 
canaba and Iron Mountain resi­ 
dent and now a prominet New 
York publisher and chairman of 
the National Federation of Stamp 
Clubs, told of the growing appeal 
of stamp collecting as 
a 
hobby 
when he spoke at the meeting of 
the Lindquist Stamp club of Iron 
Mountain early this week. 
As proof that stamp collecting 
is America’s popular hobby Lind­ 
quist told of the United States ex­ 
position held in 1947 that was at­ 
tended by 200.000 persons. Various 
regional 
and 
national 
society 
meetings devoted to the hobby at­ 
tract more thousands of persons. 
After the stamp 
club 
meeting 
Lindquist revealed that he was in 
the lipper Peninsula at this time 
largely for the purpose of deposit­ 
ing certain securities 
and 
other 
valuables in 
an 
Iron 
Mountain 
bank. “Many business 
men in 
New York are removing their val­ 
uable papers and personal 
pos­ 
sessions to other and less strategic 


♦ 
areas,” he said. “There is a very 
definite trend towards preparation 
and precaution in New York, and 
all along the east coast. 
“This is reflected, also, in pre­ 
parations being made by many in­ 
dustries and large business houses 
in New York. Bomb-shelters are 
being built everywhere, 
beneath 
existing buildings. Employes 
are 
being rigidly trained in first-aid 
and other practices, to minimize 
casualties in event of attack. 
“Other areas in the nation may 
not be taking this threat serious­ 
ly—but you can rely on it, New 
York is ‘alerted’ to the hilt, and 
the people were never more seri­ 
ous about anything.” 
Lindquist is leaving soon for 
Cairo, Egypt, to help stage an in­ 
ternational stamp collectors’ show.

clusion are still missing and are believed 
to be in Russia, probably in forced labor 
camps. 
On J u ly 14 the A m erican governm ent 
pent a note to Russia w hich said that Rus­ 
s ia ’s failure to rep atriate G erm an prison­ 
ers of w ar has caused considerable suffer­ 
ing and an x iety am ong G erm an families. 
Sim ilar notes also w ere sent by the British 
and the F ren ch governm ents. 
This w eek Russia rejected the Am erican 
dem and for an accounting of G erm an pris­ 
oners of w a r and contended th a t the Sov­ 
iets do not hold large n u m b e rs of such 
prisoners. 
The 
situation 
regarding th e G erm an 
prisoners of w ar is sim ilar to the situation 
regarding Jap an ese prisoners of war. Both 
countries h ave large n u m b ers of missing 
m en w ho w ere know n to be in Russian 
prisoner camps. Now the Russians disclaim 
any know ledge of their w hereabouts. 
It 
is 
regal ded as all but certain that 
these m en are being held in S iberian labor 
cam ps, slaves of the Russian governm ent. 
T hey are probably w orking alongside of 
the thousands of Russian citizens who have 
also been seized and delivered into slavery 
because th e e m ay have u ttered a w ord in 
protest to the bestiality of com m unism . 
Regard for hum an rights is not one of 
tim virtues of Red rule.

Testing of cattle in Delta county 
herds for Bang’s disease is under 
w ay today, directed by the Mich­ 
igan departm ent of 
agriculture, 
with examination of test samples 
being made in the departm ent’s 
laboratory in Escanaba. 
Bang’s disease, or 
contagious 
abortion in cattle, is 
a 
highly 
communicable disease that can be 
controlled only through a contin­ 
uing program of examinations of 
the animals to weed out those that 
are infected. 
The technical name 
for Bang’s disease is Brucellosis. 
In humans, Bang’s disease is 
diagnosed as undulant fever and 
is marked by debility and recur­ 
ring low fevers. 
Dr. R. P. O’Shaughnessy of the 
Michigan department of agricul­ 
ture, Dr. L. J. Hciden and Dr. Jo ­ 
seph Ruwitch, local veterinarians 
are employed in the Delta county 
testing, supervised by Dr. E. J. 
Wuellner, in charge of the de­ 
portment's laboratory here. 
The last tests for Bang’s dis­ 
ease in Delta county were com­ 
pleted in April, 1948, after sev­ 
eral months work. 
At that time 11,185 head of cat­ 
tle were tested and only 56 head 
in 22 herds were found to be in­ 
fected with the disease.

I peck crab apples 
2 Vz pounds sugar 
I q u art vinegar 
V4 cup whole cloves 
5 sticks cinnamon. 
Wash apples and rem ove blos­ 
som ends. 
Mix sugar and vinegar 
and add spices, loosely tied in a 
cloth bag, and heat to a boiling 
point. 
Then cool slightly, 
adc! 
the apples and again heat, very 
slowly to avoid 
bursting 
skins. 
Cook slowly or sim m er until the 
apples are tender. Then 
pack the 
apples into sterilized jars, and pour 
the boiling vinegar 
an d 
sugar 
m ix tu re over the apples until the 
jars are filled. 
Seal and store. 
This m akes IO pints. 


A nother recipe for pickled crab 
apples, subm itted by a G arden 
reader, is: 
I peck or eight q u arts of apples 
6 sticks cinnam on

21£ lbs. sugar. 
Select apples of uniform size, 
wash, and remove blossom ends, 
b u t do not peel.
